Tile 59-yrar-old “Tiger of M alaya’’ 
won one round and lost one at the 
start of his fight for life. Soft- 
voiced Chief Council Colonel Harry 
E. Clarke, of Altoona. Pa,, obtained

chief of staff. Lt. Gen. Muto and 
Maj.

Clarke failed In a dram atic move 
to have the charges against the 
droopy-Jew led general stricken al­ 
together on the grounds they failed 
to state a Ringle violation of the 
laws of war on the j>art of the ac­ 
cused. He won a small concession,

the 
commission’s 
presiding officer, Maj. Gen. R. B. 
Reynolds, of Dundee, Mich., ordered 
the prosecution to supply the de­ 
fense w ith a bill of particulars speci­ 
fically outlining the crim es of which 
Y am ashlta Is accused. 
Reynolds overrode the contention 
of the chief prosecutor. Maj. Robert 
M. Kerr, of Portland, Ore., th a t the

Knew Intimate Facts 
Kerr also protested bitterly the 
appointm ent of tile two Japanese 
generals 
to

staff, but Reynolds allowed their 
appointm ent “In the Interest of a 
fair trial.’’ Kerr heatedly protested 
tile appearance of “such men before 
tills commission as lawyers,” and 
argued Dial It m ight later have an 
effect on their own trials. Clarke 
had asked for their addition to the 
defense staff on the ground they 
were acquainted with many facts 
concerning Y am ashlta of which he 
knew' nothing.

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SHINTOISM BAN 
DOES NOT OUST 
FREE WORSHIP 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
AP Foreign Affair** Analyst 
Washington's decision to abolish 
Shinto as a state religion In Japan 
may prove to be the key to th at 
misguided country's reformation, for 
much of the hold which the mili­ 
tarists had on the people was at­ 
tributable to the fact that the gov­ 
ernment spoke through the mouth of 
Sacred Shinto. 
Lest there be some who fear this 
is a blow at freedom of worship. 
it should be stated that it is not. 
The plan merely dissociates the re­ 
ligion from the very obvious evils 
of government control, but leave* 
the individual Japanese the right to 
worship as he chooses. If he clings 
to the ancestor and hero worship, 
which is the basis of Shinto (the 
way of the Gods), then it is his 
prerogative to do so. 
The Shinto-state setup has been 
a “natural" for the industrial ty­ 
coons and militarists, 
who have 
worked hand-in-hand to conquer 
neighboring states and reduce them 
to vassalage, Government schemes, 
which ordinarily might have been 
objectionable to many of the Jap­ 
anese 
public, 
became 
acceptable 
when passed down via the Shinto 
route. 
Mikado In Two Roles 
Tile efficacy of this dual control 
was multiplied by the fact that the 
Mikado was head of both state and 
religion. As a direct descendant of 
the sun-goddess Amaterasu he is 
regarded by a goodly portion of his 
subjects as a living god. 
Because of this circumstance it 
strikes me as almost a foregone con­ 
clusion that Hirohito must abdicate 
as Emperor when the separation of 
religion and state becomes effective. 
Obviously he can't hold both posi­ 
tions, and it looks as though fate 
has selected the one which he must 
abandon, for while a god may dis­ 
card temporal rule It's hard to see 
how he can divest himself of a 
divinity which Japanese legend says 
runs back 2.600 years or more. 
As a matter of fact there has 
been considerable speculation among 
Japanese personages in Tokyo re­ 
cently about tile possibility of Hiro­ 
hito abdicating tile throne and de­ 
voting himself exclusively to spirit­ 
ual leadership However, something 
of an “if" enters in here, for there 
is more than a little demand in 
Allied capitals that the Mikado be 
tried as a war criminal. How such 
a trial would affect his status as a 
'living god,” and especially if we 
were convicted, is one of the im­ 
ponderables. One can sec that it 
wouldn't boost his stock any. 
Rule Of People 
It and when Hirohito steps down 
from his ancient throne, a situation 
will have been created which might 
spell the end of imperial rule alto­ 
gether in Japan. Certainly the auto­ 
cratic form of government which has 
existed for time immemorial will 
disappear, for Washington has made 
it clear that the rule must be dras­ 
tically modified. The country can 
have an emperor if it wants one. 
but it will be a peoples government. 
Shinto is deep in the lives of 
many Japanese but Hie chances are 
that in the long run it will go tile 
way of the old olympian gods. And if 
that happens, the influence of the 
change may spread far, for ancestor 
worship is strong among tile Chinese 
Who can say but what a mighty 
stride towards the westernization of 
the Orient is being made in Tokyo 
during this reconstruction period?

tary court, listened Intently, he told 
of a riot In a co n cen tratio n cam p 
just, a year and a day ago;

Ju s t a few 
incidents, however, first Hic air raids, 
W-’ had quite a few of them

course the Japs didn't get in all 
the tim e but nevertheless it La quite 
bothersom e to stand In ii foxhole for 
two or three hours and find you 
could Just as well have stayed in 
bed 
W hen they did get over you 
Just sit tight and hoped. For if they 
found things too hot over th e field 
they were Just as likely as not to 
drop their bombs Just w herever they 
were and they knew w here our fox­ 
holes were (Tokyo Rose told us one 
day over the radio ju st w here we 
w ent during an air raid and prom ­ 
ised strafing and bom bing for our 
holes*.

the 
Jap s didn t get w hat they were after, 
for they put Hie bombs Just where 
they w anted them , down th e ru n ­ 
way. They never kept th e field out 
of operation long Jo r Hie C hinese 
coolies repaired it Just as soon as 
the Jap s were out of sight. 
I stayed at H unching for about 
eight m onths, during which I visited 
C hengtu frequently. T he tow n itself 
Is ra th er large.

T he 
tow n itself is nothing but line after
